Presented in Parish House— Music 
by Shawsheen Orchestra 


An audience which completely filled the 
Free Church parish house enjoyed the comedy 
of rural life with its scene laid in “Windy 
Willows”, staged by the Free Church 
Players on Tuesday evening. 

The well-worn story of wealthy city people 
coming to make their home in the ¢ ountry, at 
first scorning the honest country folk but 
afterwards, each finding the other quite 
human, a villain or two in the person of dis 
honest country-bankers, a change in fortune 
for the rich who lose their money and an 
other for the poor country lad who makes a 
competence by inventing a dish-washing 
machine, develops many amusing situations 
and all ends in three romances requiring “a 
flock of ministers.”’ The deus ex machina is 
Searcely Nuff, proprietor of the village store 
called an ‘“emporiyum” and spelled with a 
“y". From the first he sets his simple but 
honest heart on Mrs. Llewellyn de Puyster, 
the dashing, but haughty widow from the 
city, makes friends with her natural and 
charming niece, Gladys Wellington, and gives 
sympathy and encouragement to the diffident 
young inventor, Hubbel Tibbs and his sister 
He scorns the banker, Glover McAdam and 
his son, Donald McAdam, and in his capacity 
of constable, has wit enough to solve the 
mystery of the bank robbery, a miserable 
ruse of the McAdam’s to throw the evidence 
of their guilt on the innocent young inventor 
The transformation of Scarcely’s store and 
his attire, the reduced circumstances of the 
widow and the thawing of her icy manner, 
miraculously effected by a bottle of “straw 
berry pop”’, bring every one more nearly toa 
social level so that all ends happily. 

The part of the village store-keeper, 
Scarcely Nuff, with his dry humor, kindly 
heart and quiet persistence in his matrimonial 
ambitions was played by Lewis Paine, an 
impersonation into which he slipped with 
ease and evident enjoyment. The hauteur of 
Mrs. de Puyster as played by Mrs. ‘Taber 
McFarlin was so convincing that it was a 
surprise to see her thaw under the influence of 
strawberry pop and play the part of a good 
sport in the defence of Hubbel, in fact it 
looked as if the “‘dowager queen” would be 
quite handy when it came to “beaning”’ the 
villian with a bottle.

he appropriation of $225,000 sought for 
the construction of a new Junior high school 
by the Andover school committee was disap- 
proved by the finance committee of the town 
at the session of that board held Monday 
afternoon, The school committee intends to 
carry on a persistent fight to obtain the 
appropriation in spite of the finance com 
mittee’s disapproval of the article and oppo 
sition by many of the townspeople,

The bonded 
debt of the town at the present time is ap 
proximately $431,000, The heavy burden 
will have much to do with appropriation of 
funds at the town meeting as many of the 
conservative voters are said to desire to 
lessen the heavy bonded debt before appro 
priating more funds. 

The finance committee also approves the 
appropriation of $35,000 to pay for the com 
pletion of North Main street to the present 
paved section in the square, pay property 
damages, and the town’s share of the cost 
of the Boston and Maine bridge. The state 
and county are also sharing the cost of this 
project. 

The question of a new pump for the 
Haggett’s pond pumping station will again 
be a topic of much discussion. The board of 
public works will ask for the sum of $40,000 
for the purchase and installation of a new 
steam pumping equipment. Venturi meter 
and other improvements. The finance com 
mittee has disapproved this article with the 
provision that a committee be appointed by 
the moderator to look into the matter and 
make a thorough investigation of all types 
of pumps and report back to the next annual 
town meeting. 

Another question to be brought before the 
voters will be the Union street project. The 
voters will be asked to appropriate the sum 
of $9,500 to reconstruct Union street from 
its junction with North Main street to the 
Lawrence line provided that the state and 
county contribute a like amount on petition 
of Walter S. Donald and others, The finance 
committee has disapproved this article in 
view of the fact that the board of public 
works is asking for $6,000 to be expended for 
a new sewer in this street and the com 
mittee feels that if the voters will appropri- 
ate the $6,000, that it is asking too much 
to reconstruct the street the same year,

At times it has also been 
necessary to use the unfinished attic in this 
building. There is no drawing room in the 
building. Classes in this subject are obliged 
to work in a regular class room using desks 
instead of tables. The dental hygienist o« 

cupies a small room intended for a stock 
room. ‘This room can not be kept reasonably 
warm during the cold weather and is con 

sequently useless at times. One of the base 

ment rooms is constantly in use for physical 
training. There is no teachers’ room or smal 
room for pupils in case of illness. Though 
there are a large number of children who bring 
their dinners there is no lunch room. Further- 
more, the special class which is really a unit of 
the Stowe school has to be seated in the 
basement of the S. C. Jackson building; the 
French class has to go to the basement of the 
5. C. Jackson building; the manual training 
and sewing classes have to go to the old 
Punchard school and the cooking classes to 
the basement of he new high s¢ hool Under 
such conditions administration of the Stowe 
school is extremely difficult and much time 
is lost by pupils and teachers in travel from 
one building to another.

OPINION STATI 


OF BoarpD or Epucatton 

In its deliberations and final recommenda 
tions the School Committee has been in 
fluenced by the following report of Mr. Frank 
P. Morse, Supervisor of Secondary Education 
of the State Board of Education. Mr. Morse 
visited and made a study of the Andover 
schools in June 1929, The following is a quo 
tation from his report: 

“During my visit to Andover, I made the 
following notes concerning conditions in the 
buildings of the central group. In the Stowe 
Junior high school, T noted that there is apoor 
assembly room, there is no gymnasium, no 
room for manual training or household arts, 
no lunchroom and no rest room for the teach 
ers. The toilets in the building were very poor 
This building has six classrooms, eight regular 
teachers and a special teacher. The work in 


drawing, music and manual training offered | 


in the junior high school is done outside of the 
building 

“The Punchard school houses the sixth 
grade in two rooms. This building contains 
the assembly room used by the senior and 
junior high schools. The manual training 
room for these schools is also in this building 
he building has very poor light. 

“The high school building has no gymnasi 
um, no adequate cafeteria, no health room 
The manual training room for the high school 
is in the Punchard building and is probably 
the most satisfactory room in this building 
The high school building can accommodate 
about 400 pupils 

“Tn the notes on the buildings of the cen- 
tral group, I have dealt with each building 
separately, This method as it happens does 
not give an entirely correct picture of the 
situation. The junior high school building, for 
example, has in itself, no manual training 
room but makes use of the one in the Pun- 
chard building. By travel from building to 
building, the pupils of the senior and junior 
high schools can find facilities which ought 
to be made more conveniently available. 
Some rooms, now considered necessary, are 
not available at all or are found in unsatis- 
factory form. The loss of time and other dis- 
advantages of frequent travel for considerable 
distances between buildings in all kinds of 
weather should be avoided in public schools 
with their condensed schedule. 

“The most serious situation in the central 
group of schools is found in the Stowe junior 
high school, The building has in itself prac 
tically none of the accommodations or 


equipment for doing modern junior high | 


school work. 


| 
“T have given considerable thought as to 


how this situation can be remedied. After a 
study of the schools on the ground and a care 
ful examination of the data submitted by you, 
I am of the opinion that the best thing to do 
is to tear down the old Punchard high school 
building and to erect in the rear of the new 
high school building, another unit for the 
junior high school similar in architecture and 
comparable in size to the present high school 
building and place in between these bu Id ngs 
as a connecting link, units which might well 
be used by the junior high school and the 
senior high school. in common, I mean by 
common units, such rooms as the auditorium, 
the gymnasium, the cafeteria, th manual 
training shop, and the household art 

“If a building is erected according to the 
above suggestions, I would recommend that 
the school system be reorganized on the 6-9-9 
plan, instead of on the 6-2-4 plan a undet the 
present beginiing, and that all the /th and 
Sth grades in the town be placed in the new 
junior high school building together with the 
Oth grade now in the senior high chool 
At the present time, three grades in the junior 
high school is by far the most common ar 
rangement in this State and probably leads 
all other forms of organization taking the 
United States as a whole. Under this form, 
there should, in my jud be one princi 
pal for the senior and ju chool, with

LOCATION AND Cost 


Any proposed plan for a new building 
| would be foolish unless it were sufficiently 
broad in its scope to take care of any growth 
| or development in the schools for at least ten 
years to come, With this in mind the School 
|Committee is coming before the annual 
town meeting with a recommendation that 
funds be supplied for a building which at first 
| may scem large. Such, however, is not the 
case, All the rooms that are planned will be in 
| use immediately though not to full capacity 
rhe plans in mind call for a building with 
fourteen regular class rooms, five special 
rooms, and a library. There would be in addi 
tion to these a principal's office, teachers’ 
room, supply room and health rooms. The 
latter would be for the school physician, 
school nurse, and dental hygienist. Such a 
building should be connected by a corridor 
with the old Punchard building and situated 
jin the same relative position as is the new 
high school building. The architectural design

| from an educational point of view. So located, 
} the auditorium, the health rooms, manual 
| training rooms, and possibly many other of 
| the special rooms could be used by both the 
| junior and senior high schools. In this way 
there would be a great deal of duplication 
prevented. Furthermore, if the Punchard 
| building were ever remodeled into a gym 
| nasium that too would be easy of access from 
| both schools. It seems to the Committee that 
other plans would be make-shift, would not 
permit of the same architectural develop- 
ment, nor be in any way so convenient and 

yractical, Other plans might be cheaper in 
initial cost but the School Comniittée feels 
that it would prefer in the future to be criti- 
| cized for having planned well and secured a 
| building which will be a credit to the town 
| than at some later day to be criticized on 
} account of a poor insignificant and impracti 
| cal building 


CONCLUSION 

For years Andover has been proud of her 
parks and play-grounds, her civic institu 
| tions, and her educational institutions. She is 
| justly proud, but in order to maintain the 
position which she has held for years it will be 
| necessary to meet the demands of increased 
enrollment and changing organization in our 
schools, Andover needs a new school building 
It is her greatest educational and civic need 

at the present time.

UTILITIES FACE VAST FUTURE 
GROWTH 


Babson Says Present Recession in 
Industry May Slow Up Rate of 
Increase Temporarily 


Babson Park, Florida, February 21, 1930. 
The fundamental long pull outlook for the 
electric light and power and gas industries 
is one of continued growth Temporarily, of 
course, the slowing down of industry follow- 
ing the stock market break may result in 
some slackening in the rate of sales’ increase. 
Also the decline in residential building affects 
the number of new household customers. 
Nevertheless, in 1929 the companies added 
800,000 new consumers of electric light and 
power. This was a smaller increase than in the 
previous year, but the decline was largely 
offset by larger sales to individual customers 
The average family is using seven per cent 
more electric current every year, owing to 
new household appliances and labor-saving 
devices. Because of the lowering of rates, how- 
ever, the family electric light bill is increasing 
only at the rate of about three per cent. In 
other words consumers are getting seven per 
cent more current for only three per cent 
more cost 

Inasmuch as utility services are a very 
small item in the family budget anyway, the 
potential market for increased sales of current 
per family is very great. Moreover, the nor 
mal growth in population assures the steady 
establishment of new homes and the addition 
of new customers. Also the industrial uses of 
electricity and gas have increased many fold 
during the past ten years. As the rates are 
lowered through inter-connection of systems, 
pooling of power resources, and larger pro 
duction, both the household and industrial 
markets expand. 

Power and light companies took in gross 
revenues of $2,050,000,000 in 1929. These 
companies are still far in the lead of all utili- 
ties from the standpoint of both plant in- 
vestment and total revenues. However, the 
manufactured and the natural gas industries 
are making rapid strides. Total revenues from 
this business were $950,000,000 last year. 
Special use of gas for household heating 
gained 50 per cent over 1928. For ordinary 
cooking purposes there was the usual normal 
increase of four per cent. Use of gas for in- 
dustrial purposes and for hotels, restaurants, 
etc. advanced 12 per cent during the year. 


Natural gas in particular is making strong 
progress, and I look to see vast developments 
in that direction. The mixing of natural and 


artificial gas has been found to be very eco- 
nomical since its high heating content raises 
raises the quality of the manufactured prod- 
uct. Extensive long distance pipe lines for 
natural gas are being laid from producing 
fields to thickly settled industrial areas.

Here the coal can be processed for gas and it 
by-products. Gas-fired turbines can generate 


electricity, and both gas and electricity may 
be distributed to industrial and domestic 
consumers at distant points. This would be 
the most efficient method of utilizing our coal 
resources, and would save huge sums in 
transportation costs and in plant investment, 
This development, of course, awaits further 
engineering research, but it is surely coming 
It should mean still further lowering of the 
cost of utility service to industry and the 
public. . 
Political Assaults Chief Danger to the 
Industry 

It has long been fashionable in politics to 
attack public utilities. This started back in 
the days of railroad exploitation, and the 
railroads have suffered from it ever since 
Street railways came next and shared the 
same fate. Now the politicians are centered 
upon the pbulic utilities. Since the industry is 
necessarily monopolistic in char: and 
cannot be operated otherwise, it offers an 


iw 


excellent political target. However, as long as 
public sentiment is not antagonistic to the 
power, light, and gas industri ) severe 
danger is lilkly from adverse legislation. The 
steady lowering of rates from year to year, 


made possible through good management, 
increased sales and operating efficiency, 
represents the strongest argument against the 
political assaults. Hence, I believe it will be 
the policy of the leaders of the utility busine 


to continue, insofar as possible, the gradual 

reduction of rates which operating economies 

allow. 

Tests for Judging Utility Securities 
It, of course, follows that as the power, 


light and gas business expands over future 


years, the value of their securities will also 
increase. Careful selection, however, is just as 
essential in the picking of investments in the 
utility business, as it is in industrials, or 
other groups. Hence, I have outlined a few 
simple tests which may be applied to such 
investments as follows: 

1. The character of the management of 
the corporation should be of the strongest 
Its banking connections are very important 
in this matter. 

2. The territory which the company 
serves ought to be free, or practically free 
from competition. Franchises should 
satisfactory 

3. The gross revenues should be at least 
four times all fixed charges, and the net oper- 
ating revenues should cover fixed charges at 
least one and one half and preferably more 
times. 

4. In general, the percentage of bonds 
ought not exceed 60 per cent of the total 
capitalization, including bonds and stock. 

5. Total market value of the stock ought 
to be at least one-half the total face amount 
of the bonds 

6. The bonds should not exceed three- 
fourths of the value of the properties. 

7. The territory served should be one of 
growing population and industry, with pros- 
pects of important future growth. 

8. The price of the stocks should bear 
some reasonable relation to present and near- 
term prospective earnings
